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Class  pre-selection 
deadline  draws  near

Pre-selection  of  the  Winter  1974  semester  classes  is 
an  opportunity  that  the  majority  of  students  have 
overlooked  so  far,  according  to  Larry  K.  Taylor, 
coordinator  for  the  College  Advisement  Centers, 
(CAC). 

“Students  have  been  trickling  into  the  centers  in 
very  small  numbers.  They  should  be  coming  in  in 
droves,”  said  Taylor. 

There  are  only  five  more  school  days  in  which 
students  may  turn  in  their  forms  to  the  advisement 
centers. 

“Students  have  to  grasp  the  idea  that  this  is 
registration,”  he  said.  “If  they  wait  until  January,  at 
the  beginning  of  Winter  Semester,  to  pick  up  class 
cards,  the  chances  are  extremely  slim  that  they  will 
get  the  classes  they  need.” 

If  students  do  pre-register,  they  will  have  a  good 
chance  of  getting  their  ideal  schedule,  Taylor 
explained.  In  order  to  get  the  best  schedule  possible, 
students  should  take  advantage  of  the  whole  form. 

The  form  includes  spaces  for  an  ideal  schedule,  an 
alternate  schedule,  and  a  class  reservoir.  All  of  these 
sections  on  the  form  can  have  a  section  search 
performed  on  them  so  that  if  the  particular  section 


requested  by  a  student  is  full,  the  computer  will 
check  other  sections  to  see  if  the  class  is  available  at 
another  time  that  won't  interfere  with  the  rest  of  the 
student’s  schedule,  said  Taylor. 

“Students  should  remember  to  fill  in  their 
registration  forms  completely,  particularly  the 
‘alternate’  class  section  and  the  class  reservoir,  taking 
advantage  of  the  computer  substituting  ‘alternate’ 
choices  to  the  ideal  class  schedule  in  the  event  of  a 
conflict,”  urged  Erlend  D.  Peterson,  assistant  dean  of 
Admissions  and  Records  at  BYU. 

“How  well  this  system  works  is  entirely  up  to  the 
student,”  Taylor  cautioned.  “We’ve  done  everything 
we  can  to  help  the  student  get  an  ideal  schedule.” 

The  student  must  take  advantage  of  the  form  for  it 
to  be  of  service  to  him  and  he  must  be  careful  in 
filling  out  the  form.  Careless  errors  will  cause  the 
computer  to  reject  the  form,  said  Taylor. 

Taylor  explained  that  priority  will  be  given 
according  to  class  standings.  Graduate  students  and 
seniors  will  get  first  chance  at  the  class  cards.  Juniors, 
sophomores  and  freshmen  will  follow  in  that  order. 

The  computerized  process  will  be  completed 
randomly  by  class.  The  date  that  the  form  is  turned 
into  the  CAC  has  no  bearing  on  this  process, 
according  to  Taylor. 

However,  students  shouldn’t  wait  until  Nov.  21  to 
turn  in  their  forms.  When  the  forms  are  turned  in. 


they  must  be  scanned  for  mistakes  by  personnel  at 
the  centers,  he  said.  If  the  majority  of  students  wait 
until  the  last  day,  the  flood  of  forms  might  leave 
some  errors  undetected. 

The  form  is  available  only  from  the  Advisement 
Centers,  and  it  must  be  returned  to  the  CAC  of  the 
student’s  major  college.

The  new  process  of  pre-selection  of  classes  has 
some  advantages  according  to  Taylor.  The  time 
needed  to  finalize  registration  is  decreased. 
Registration  becomes  easier  for  the  student,  and  by 
pre-selecting  classes  administrators  are  more  able  to 
judge  the  needs  of  students. 

Complete  computerized  registration  is  a  possible 
step  in  future  BYU  registration,  said  Taylor.  In  the 
future  it  might  be  possible  for  students  to  remain  off 
campus  until  the  first  day  of  classes;  they  may  even 
be  able  to  pay  their  fees  by  mail.

The  Israeli  state  radio 
announced  that  the  prisoner 
exchange  would  be 
accompanied  by  a  transfer  of 
checkpoints  on  the  strategic 
Cairo-Suez  road  from  Israeli  to 
U.N.  control. 

The  road  is  the  route  for 
supplying  the  Egyptian  city  of 
Suez  and  the  Egyptian  3rd 
Army,  isolated  across  the  Suez 
Canal  in  the  Sinai  Desert. 
Israel  had  refused  to  turn  over 
the  highway  checkpoints  and 


allow  supplies  to  pass  until 
agreement  was  reached  on  a 
prisoner  return. 

The  Red  Cross 
representative  in  Israel,  Michel 
Convaire,  said  the  prisoner 
exchange  would  be 
accomplished  by  direct  flights 
between  Egypt  and  Israel.  The 
Egyptian  government 
previously  had  barred  direct 
flights  to  the  Jewish  state. 

Israel  says  it  holds  about 
7,000  Arab  prisoners,  of  which

6,900  are  Egyptian  and  the 
remaining  100  are  Syrians, 
Moroccans,  Iraqis  and 
Jordanians.  It  figures  that 
Egypt  has  about  350  Israeli 
POWs  and  Syria  holds  another 
100. 

Egypt,  on  the  other  hand, 
says  it  has  only  245  Israeli 
POWs  and  claims  Israel  is 
holding  8,400  Egyptians. 

No  agreement  has  been 
reached  with  Syria  on  a 
prisoner  exchange. 

The  breakthrough  agreement 
came  at  a  meeting  between 
Maj.  Gen.  Aharon  Yariv  of 
Israel  and  Egypt’s  Lt.  Gen. 
Mohammed  Abdul  Ghani 
Gamazy.  The  two  signed  the 
truce  pact  Sunday  and  have 
been  meeting  regularly  since 
then  in  a  U.N.  tent  on  the 
cease-fire  line  at  Kilometer 
101  of  the  Cairo-Suez  road.

Within  the  past  month, 
major  airlines  have  canceled 
more  than  50  flights  because 
of  the  fuel  shortage,  according 
to  Dewayne  Bunnel,  owner 
and  manager  of  Deseret  Travel, 
of  Provo. 

“Since  Monday  we  have 
received  fivecancellations  from 
Western  Airlines  alone.  Other 
major  airlines  have  been 
affected  in  the  same  way,” 
Bunnel  said. 

Travel  agencies  are 
encouraging  BYU  students  and 
others  to  make  reservations 
early  for  airline  flights  because 
of  flight  cancellations  and 
rescheduling,  according  to 
Bunnel. 

Christopherson  Travel 
Service  has  also  encountered 
the  same  problem  with  flight 
cancellations.  Marlene  Gideon, 
reservationist,  said,  “We  have

received  notices  from  Western 
Airlines  and  Frontier  Airlines 
announcing  cancellations  of 
flights  since  last  October. 
Many  flights  have  also  been 
rescheduled.” 

Some  of  the  flights  being 
canceled  by  Western  Airlines 
are  late  evening  flights  from 
Salt  Lake  City  to  Los  Angeles, 
flights  from  Oakland  and  Los 
Angeles  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Bunnel  said,  “The  gas 
shortage  has  been  affecting  us 
since  October.  We  are  also 
signing  up  more  flight 
passengers  than  ever  before.” 

Local  airlines  are  taking 
precautionary  measures  to 
prepare  for  an  increase  in 
passengers  during  the  months 
of  November  and  December. 
For  example,  Richard  W. 
Hawke,  Western  Airlines 
regional  cargo  sales  manager, 
said,  “We  are  encouraging 
people  to  make  their 


reservations  early  so 
last-minute  flights  won’t  be  so 
crowded.” 

Since  President  Nixon’s 
message  to  Congress  last  week, 
airlines  are  asking  for  an 
extension  of  fuel  supplies.  Jim 
Ramsey,  public  relations 
director  for  Frontier  Airlines, 
said,  the  airline  has  already 
received  confirmation  from 
the  government  for  the 
allocated  supply  of  fuel  for 
November  and  December. 
“Right  now,  we  have  applied 
for  a  special  allocation  of  fuel 
for  the  first  three  months  of 
next  year,  and  hope  to  receive 
governmental  consent  by  Dec. 
1 ,”  he  added. 

A  United  Airlines 
representative  said  that  each 
airline  is  working  together  on 
cancellations  so  flight 
schedules  at  the  same  time  will 
not  be  affected. 


Some  of  the  shorter-distance 
flights  are  being  rescheduled 
and  changed  or  included  on 
other  flights.  Hawk  said,  “We 
are  changing  some  flights 
because  of  few  passengers  and 
we  want  to  better  coordinate 
our  fuel  supply.” 

Bunnel  said  that  just  within 
the  past  week  the  travel 
agency  has  been  loaded  with 
calls.  “We  receive  calls  from 
our  customers  and  have  to 
reschedule  their  plqns  because 
of  flight  cancellations.  These 
next  two  months,  we  will  be 
especially  busy.” 

Sometimes  travelers  make 
several  reservations  to  assure 
them  a  flight  home.  “When 
they  don’t  inform  the  travel 
agency  of  their  desired  flight, 
the  other  reservations  have  to 
be  canceled  and  rescheduled,” 
said  Bunnel.  “This  means  our 
reservationist  has  to  make  calls 
to  change  each  reservation.”

Utah’s  1974  Senate  race  has 
its  first  candidate  as  Bruce 
Bangerter  of  the  American 
Party  announced  his  intention 
to  run  for  Sen.  Wallace  F. 
Bennett’s  seat.  Bennett  has 
announced  that  he  will  retire. 

Bangerter  ran  as  the 
American  Party  congressional 
candidate  against  Rep.  Wayne 
Owens  (D-Utah)  and  former 
Rep.  Sherman  P.  Lloyd 
(R-Utah)  in  the  1972  election. 

“While  America  has  slept, 
our  politicians  have  corrupted 
our  government  and 
bankrupted  our  nation.  They 
have  shredded  our 
Constitution  and  yielded  our 
sovereignty  and  our  liberty, 
and  they  have  brought  us  the 
Russian  wheat  deal,  abortion 
on  demand  and  Watergate,  he 
said  as  he  made  his 
announcement. 

Bangerter  asked  Utahns  to 
condemn  the  “Godless, 
baby-hating  women’s  lib  and 
planned  parenthood  which 
brought  abortion  upon  us,  and 
which  are  subverting  our 
respect  for  motherhood, 
family  and  the  sanctity  of  life 
itself.” 

Other  issues  defined  in  his 
speech  were  the  repeal  of 
revenue  sharing  and  the 
Occupational  Safety  and 
Health  Act.  He  would  also 
work  against  gun-control 
legislation.  “I  would  resist  all 
future  wage  and  price  controls 


on  the  grounds  they  are 
unconstitutional,  unworkable 
and  a  fraud  on  the  American 
people,”  he  said. 

Bangerter  said  also  that  he 
would  work  against  federal 
deficit  spending.

Parking  to  be  abolished 
in  decision  on  200  West 
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Bruce  Bangerter  is  first 
announced  ’74  candidate 


Parking  will  be  abolished  on  200  West  all  the 
way  from  500  North  to  300  South,. the  Provo 
City  Commission  decided  Tuesday,  a  reversal  of 
their  previous  stand  on  the  issue. 

The  action  came  following  lengthy  debate 
between  state  highway  representatives,  the 
commission  and  former  Provo  mayor  candidate 
John  W.  Manning. 

State  and  federal  officials  have  been  holding 
the  city  to  original  plans  drawn  for  200  West 
with  a  large  center  median  for  left  hand  turns 
and  two  12-foot  lanes  allowing  for  traffic  flow 
in  either  direction. 

However,  after  two  public  hearings  on  the 
matter  the  city  commission  asked  state  and 
federal  officials  for  a  modification  of  the  plans 
allowing  for  15  parallel  parking  spaces  to  be 
allowed  from  100  South  to  100  North. 

This  plan  would  have  not  allowed  left  turns 
onto  Center  Street  and  from  any  point 
midblock. 


Commissioner  Russell  Grange  said  he  felt  the 
loss  of  the  ability  to  turn  left  into  the  two  new 
city  lots  at  100  South  and  100  North,  plus  the 
loss  of  the  ability  to  be  able  to  get  onto  Center 
Street  to  be  too  high  a  price  for  1 5  parking 
spaces. 

The  commission  has  agreed  to  paint  a 
pedestrian  cross-walk  at  mid-block  to  help  a 
business  with  no  nearby  parking. 

State  highway  officials  feel  the  volume  of 
traffic  on  200  West  is  already  too  high  to  allow 
parallel  parking  and  no  parking  should  be 
allowed  for  the  greatest  possible  safety  and 
convenience. 

Manning  disagreed  the  road  was  already 
carrying  too  much  traffic. 

Commissioner  Ray  Murdock  noted  now  the 
street  could  be  painted  and  inspected  in  the 
near  future.  This  would  release  funds  now  being 
held  by  the  state  and  federal  government,  which 
amounts  to  about  70  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the 
project.

Their  launch  will  mark  the  beginning  of  an 
18-month  hiatus  in  manned  spacecraft  firings  at 
the  Kennedy  Space  Center. 

The  next  scheduled  manned  launch  will  be  in 
July,  1  975,  when  an  American  Apollo 
spacecraft  is  to  dock  in  space  with  a  Russian 
Soyuz  ship  to  test  docking  devices.  They  would 
enhance  the  rescue  capabilities  for  spacemen  by 
allowing  craft  from  both  nations  to  mate  and 
transfer  astronauts  in  space. 

As  had  been  true  with  the  two  previous 
Skylab  launchings,  the  Cape  Canaveral  area 
exhibited  only  a  shadow  of  the  public  interest 
that  surrounded  the  manned  moon  launchings. 

Some  72  hours  before  launch  time,  nearby 
Cocoa  Beach  was  quiet. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
federal  judge  ruled  Wednesday 
that  the  firing  of  special 
Watergate  prosecutor 
Archibald  Cox  was  illegal. 

The  decision  led  to 
immediate  calls  that  Cox 
return  to  his  office,  but  he 
indicated  he  will  not.  “For  me 
to  make  any  legal  claims  under 
Judge  Gesell’s  decision  would 
only  divert  attention  from 
getting  the  job  done,”  Cox 
said. 

A  congressman  who  sought 
the  ruling  from  U.S.  District 
Court  Judge  Gerhard  A.  C.esell 
said  the  decision  makes  the 
possibility  of  impeaching 
President  Nixon  substantially 
more  likely. 

Cox  was  fired  at  Nixon’s 


order  by  Acting  Atty.  Gen. 
Robert  H.  Bork  in  an  action 
that  led  to  the  departures  of 
two  top  Justice  Department 
officials  and  a  preliminary 
move  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  to  impeach 
Nixon. 

Texas  lawyer  Leon  Jaworski 
later  was  appointed  as  the  new 
special  prosecutor. 

“The  important  thing  is  that 
the  investigation  and  any 
resulting  prosecutions  be 
vigorously  pressed  by  Mr. 
Leon  Jaworski,  or  any  special 
prosecutor  named  under  new 
legislation,  and  the  present 
very  capable  staff,”  Cox  said 
in  a  telephone  interview. 

The  White  House  referred  all 
comment  on  Gesell’s  decision 


to  the  Justice  Department. 
Bork  said  he  will  have  nothing 
to  say  until  he  reads  it,  then 
will  “try  to  do  what  is  called 
for  under  the  circumstances.” 


“Mr.  Cox  served  subject  to 
congressional  rather  than 
presidential  control,”  Gesell 
ruled. 

Gesell,  responding  to  a  suit 


by  three  Democratic 
congressmen,  had  earlier 
rejected  requests  for 
injunctions  which  would  have 
permitted  Cox’s  return.

Chinese  relations  improving 

TOKYO  —  The  United  States  and  China  declared  Wednesday 
they  would  oppose  any  efforts  by  one  or  more  nations  to 
dominate  the  Middle  East  or  any  other  part  of  the  world. 

The  pledge,  apparently  designed  to  reassure  China  about  Soviet 
Union  in  light  of  its  detente  with  the  United  States,  was  part  of  a 
communique  summing  up  the  four-day  talks  in  Peking  between 
U.S.  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger  and  Chinese  leaders, 
including  Communist  party  Chairman  Mao  Tse-Tungand  Premier 
Chou  En-lai. 

The  document  also  indicated  the  two  former  enemies  have 
taken  new  steps  to  broaden  the  basis  of  their  relations,  but 
without  setting  a  timetable  for  actual  diplomatic  recognition.

WASHINGTON  -  The  liberal  Americans  for  Democratic 
Action  Wednesday  urged  rejection  of  Vice  President-designate 
Gerald  R.  Ford,  calling  him  a  politician  with  a  poor  civil  rights 
record  and  no  experience  in  foreign  affairs. 

In  testimony  prepared  for  Senate  Rules  Committee  hearings  on 
the  nomination,  ADA  Vice  Chairman  Joseph  L.  Rauh  Jr.  said 
Ford  is  unsuitable  for  the  presidency  and  that  his  confirmation 
would  make  it  more  difficult  to  impeach  President  Nixon. 

Non-subpoenaed  tapes  not  wanted 

WASHINGTON  -  U.S.  District  Court  Judge  John  J.  Sirica  said 
Wednesday  President  Nixon  can  make  his  Watergate,  tapes  or  any 
other  related  material  public  at  any  time. 

But  Sirica  said  he  will  not  accept  the  additional  recordings  and 
materials  that  the  President  offered  Monday  because  the  court 
does  not  want  to  “become  a  depository  of  non-subpoenaed 
matters.” 

Supply  routes  assaulted 

PHNOM  PENH,  Cambodia  -  A  series  of  Khmer  Rouge  assaults 
on  Cambodian  forces  along  Phnom  Penh’s  two  most  vital  land 
supply  routes  cost  the  government  a  defensive  position  and  took 
heavy  casualties  on  both  sides,  military  sources  said  Wednesday. 

Three  of  the  attacks  were  along  Highway  4,  which  links  the 
capital  to  Cambodia’s  only  deep-water  port,  Kompong  Som.

Fuel  ration 
bill  passed 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Senate  overwhelmingly  passed 
and  sent  to  the  White  House 
Wednesday  legislation 
requiring  President  Nixon  to 
impose  across-the-board 
mandatory  allocation  of  all 
fuel  products. 

The  final  vote  on  a  bill 
agreed  to  by  Senate-House 
conferees  was  83  to  3.  It 
passed  the  House  Tuesday, 
also  by  an  overwhelming 
margin  designed  to  insure  that 
all  sections  of  the  country 
share  the  fuel  burden  equally. 

The  bill  goes  far  beyond 
those  programs  now  in  effect 
which  allocate  propane, 
heating  oil,  jet  fuel,  diesel  fuel 
and  certain  other  distillates 
but  not  crude  oil  or  gasoline. 

The  measure  requires  the 
President  to  implement 
mandatory  allocation  within 
30  days  of  enactment.  The 
President  is  directed  to  give 
top  priority  to  essential 
services  such  as  hospitals, 
utilities,  mass  transit,  food 
production  and  mail  delivery. 

Supporters  of  the  legislation 
conceded  it  would  do  nothing 
to  solve  the  energy  crisis.  It 
only  “shares  the  shortages  as 
fairly  as  possible,”  according 
to  Sen.  Henry  M.  Jackson, 
D-Wash.

Radar  proving  effective

The  newest  addition  to  the  Provo  Police  force 
is  a  speed  gun-a  hand-held  radar  unit  that 
resembles  a  home  movie  camera  and  records 
speeding  violations  on  a  lighted  digital  screen. 

It  is  the  latest  improvement  in  radar  patrol  in 
the  city  since  Provo  policemen  began  using 
radar  prior  to  1960. 

“This  is  a  lot  more  sophisticated  than  the  first 
one  we  had,”  said  Lt.  Max  Littlefield,  traffic 
division  commander.  “You  would  have  to  see  it 
to  believe  it.” 

Littlefield  said  he  installed  the  first  unit  used 
by  the  department  on  the  back  bumper  of  a  car. 
It  was  a  large  device  mounted  with  braces  on 
the  back  bumper.  It  was  powered  by  a  separate 
car  battery  on  the  floor  in  the  back  of  the  car 


and  recorded  speeds  on  a  continually  rotating 
graph. 

Later  models  were  mounted  outside  the  rear 
window  on  brackets  and  then  on  the  deck 
inside  the  back  window.  Officers  had  to  park 
their  cars  so  the  unit  would  be  directed  at 
traffic  coming  from  behind. 

The  speed  gun  plugs  into  the  cigarette  lighter, 
can  be  pointed  in  any  direction  and  records 
speeds  on  a  lighted  screen  that  looks  like  a 
pocket  calculator’s. 

Lt.  Littlefield  said  patrol  cars  are  parked  in 
areas  of  high  frequency  speeding.  “Different 
areas  lend  themselves  to  speeding,”  he  said. 

Only  citations  are  issued  from  radar  patrols. 
No  warnings  are  given.  Bail  schedules  set  by  the 
city  courts  for  speeding  violations  are  $10  for 
the  first  10  miles  per  hour  in  excess  of  the  limit 
and  $2  for  each  additional  mile  per  hour.

Salt  Lake  County  food  stores 
last  week  and  as  a  result  the 
outlets  face  possible 
beer-license  suspension,  a 
county  law-enforcement 
officer  says.

personnel  learned  he  was 
under  2 1 .

The  controversial  issue  of 
how  Utah  canyons  should  be 
developed  was  brought  to  a 
head  last  month  when  the 
Utah  County  Planning 
Commission  asked  the  County 
Commission  to  repeal  the 
ordinance  covering  mountain 
home  development.

They  had 
stressed  that  the  existing 
ordinance  permitted  only 
seasonal  dwellings  yet  many 
cabins  were  being  used  year 
round. 

In  spite  of  the  request  for 
repeal,  which  is  still  pending, 
the  developers  of  Springwood 
Mountain  Homes  came  to  the 
meeting  seeking  preliminary 
approval  for  a  development  in 
Hobble  Creek  Canyon. 

Jackson  Howard,  attorney 
for  the  developers,  asked  for 
quick  approval  of  the  197 
home,  30  condominium 
Whittemore  Canyon  project. 

“The  commission  would  be 
remiss  if  it  failed  to  look  down 
the  road  to  the  future  or  to  do 
the  best  job  of  planning  in 
their  power,”  commission 
chairman  Keith  Richan 
reported. 

Richan  pointed  out  that  the 
commission  cannot  think  only 
of  the  developers  but  had  a 
responsibility  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  canyon 
property  owners  and  the 
public.

“I  certainly  think  it  would 
be  a  great  thing,”  he  said. 

According  to  Dr.  Frederick 
Chang,  associate  professor  of 
surgery,  there  are  burn  centers 
in  San  Francisco,  University  of 
Texas  South  Western  in  Dallas, 
and  the  Army  Brook  General 
Hospital.  Shriners  also  have 
built  three  burn  centers 
especially  for  research.  They 
are  in  Boston,  Cincinnati  and 
Galveston,  Texas.  There  is  also 
a  burn  center  in  the  building 
stage  in  Denver. 

Utah’s  two  Senators  have 
voiced  their  support  for  the 
proposed  burn  center. 
Republican  Senator  Wallace  F. 
Bennett  recently  announced 
the  plans  of  the  V.A.  Central 
Office  to  send  V.A.  officials 
from  Denver  to  Salt  Lake  City 
to  discuss  the  proposed  facility 
on  Thursday  and  Friday  of 
this  week.  These  discussions 
between  the  V.A.  officials 
from  Denver,  the  Salt  Lake 
V.A.  officials  and  officials  of 
the  Medical  Center  will  be 
conducted  today  and  Friday. 

“After  much  encourage¬ 
ment,  the  V.A.  has  finally

Two  separate  proposals, 
calling  for  a  burn  center  to 
care  for  acute  burn  victims  to 
be  built  at  either  the 
University  of  Utah  or  the 
Veteran’s  Administration 
Hospital,  have  received  strong 
support  in  the  Salt  Lake  area. 

The  two  proposals  by  the 
University  Medical  Center  and 
the  V.A.  Hospital  have  been 
presented  in  an  effort  to  fill 
the  void  of  intensive  burn 
treatment  in  Utah  and  the 
intermountain  area. 

“In  terms  of  quality  care  it’s 
a  good  move,”  said  Dr.  T.  Ray 
Broadbent.  “If  it  is  better  for 
the  patient  we  should  be 
behind  it.” 

Dr.  Broadbent  said  some 
doctors  may  object  to 
transferring  their  patients  to 
such  a  center,  but  “those 
specially  trained  are  the  ones 
to  take  care  of  them.  After  all, 
we’re  talking  about  quality 
care,”  he  said. 

“There  are  certain  types  of 
cases  which  can  get  better  care 
from  a  centrally  located 
center,”  he  added,  “and  a  burn 
victim  is  such  a  case.” 

Salt  Lake  City  Mayor  Jake 
Garn,  when  asked  about  his

Offended  by  photo 

“I  was  offended  by  the 
photograph  on  the  front,”  said 
Matthew  Sorenson,  a 
linguistics  major  from  Santa 
Barbara,  Calif. 

Steve  Western,  a 
communications  major  from 
Provo,  called  the 
advertisements  run  in  the 
Daily  Universe  wasteful.  “In 
one  particular  issue  there  was  a 
full  page  ad  with  only  a  small 
space  utilized.  On  the  opposite 
page  there  was  an  article 
dealing  with  the  paper 
shortage.” 

Other  student  comments 
concerned  inaccuracies. 

“It’s  not  that  I  want 
everyone  to  know  where  I  live 
but  the  fact  that  my  address 
was  left  out  shows  that  there 
are  mistakes  in  the  directory.  I 
filled  out  the  exact  same 
personal  information  at 
registration  as  I  had  the  year 
before,  but  somehow  they 
managed  to  omit  half  of  it.  My

address  was  in  last  year’s 
directory,”  said  Carla  Skousen, 
a  senior  majoring  in 
elementary  education  from 
Mesa,  Ariz. 

“I  think  the  publishers  made 
some  gross  errors,”  said  Becki 
Brewer,  a  recreation  major 
from  Springfield,  Va.  “The 
address  of  a  friend  of  mine 
reads  Rome,  Italy  where  he 
was  6n  his  mission  three  years 
ago.” 


Ten  per  cent 

The  student  only  pays  one 
dollar  a  semester  for  all 
student  publications.  This  is 
ten  per  cent  of  the  whole 
operation,  according  to 
Jerome. 

“If  it  wasn’t  for  advertising 
there  would  be  no  student 
directory  because  we  couldn’t 
expect  students  to  pay  the 
three  dollars  it  would  cost 
them,”  he  said. 

He  further  elaborated  on  the 
fact  that  the  student  directory 
was  more  than  just  a  telephone 
book.  “It’s  a  university 
handbook.  A  lot  of 
information,  in  addition  to 
telephone  numbers,  is 
contained  in  it.”  Most  other 
directories  on  other  campuses 
publish  only  telephone 
numbers,”  he  continued. 

In  answer  to  the  comments 
on  inaccuracies,  Jerome  stated 
that  there  were  two  reasons 
for  wrong  listings.  “If  the 
number  or  other  information 
is  incorrectly  given  or  if  the 
information  was  later  changed 
and  the  directory  wasn’t 
informed,  then  it  is  incorrect 
in  the  phone  book.” 

He  continued  by  saying  that 
wrong  numbers  were  created 
by  migrant  students,  but  if 
some  form  of  directory  were 


not  put  out,  the  student  would 
have  nothing. 

“By  the  end  of  the  year 
anywhere  from  10  to  12  per 
cent  of  the  numbers  are 
wrong.  This  is  due  to  students 
who  are  continually  on  the 
move.” 

In  response  to  the  criticisms 
of  the  way  in  which 
advertising  was  handled  in  the 
Daily  Universe,  Jerome  said 
that  he  felt  the  advertising  had 
been  effective. 

All  but  1,000 

“All  but  about  1,000 
directories  have  been  sold 
within  the  first  week,  whereas 
before  we’ve  sold  directories 
for  three  weeks  and  have  had  a 
couple  of  thousand  left.  The 
advertising  and  sales  campaigns 
were  very  successful.  There 
was  more  good  feedback  on 
the  Daily  Universe  advertising 
than  there  was  bad.  Even  the 
bad  shows  that  the  ads  were 
being  read.” 

One  student  complained 
that  the  department  numbers 
and  offices  were  not  listed.  “If 
a  student  just  wants  to  contact 
a  department  office  or  college, 
and  doesn’t  know  any  of  the 
professors,  there’s  no  way  he 
can,  without  calling 
information.” 

Jerome  felt  that  rather  than 
list  by  department  and  name 
and  then  again  by  name  and 
department  that  it  would  be 
better  to  list  the  number  and 
the  department  only  under  the 
name  of  the  professor. 

A  great  deal  of  complaints 
were  voiced  concerning  the 
delay  in  the  release  of  the 
directory.

“I  rarely  think  of  records, 
only  hope  we  win,”  insists  the 
muscular,  soft  spoken 
Simpson,  who  set  one  NFL 
mark  in  the  opening  game  this 
year  when  he  stampeded  for 
2  5  0  yards  against  New 
England,  a  team  he’ll  face 
again  Dec.  9. 

“What  I  mean  is,  records  are 
a  very  nice  thing  to  have.  But  I 
don’t  think  they’re  all  that 
important.” 

The  rest  of  the  teams  have 
gotten  smart  to  the  fact  that 
the  Bills  don’t  have  anything 
resembling  a  passing  attack,  so 
they’re  throwing  everything 
they’ve  got  at  O.J. 

“It’s  getting  to  be  like 
running  against  a  stacked 
deck,”  he  said.

The  Utah  Trials  Association,  not  to  be  confused  with  the  Utah 
Bar  Association,  will  be  holding  its  second  meet  ever  Saturday 
11:15  a.m.  at  Orem  Canyon  Park,  approximately  one  mile  up 
Provo  Canyon. 

According  to  competition  Director  Tracy  Jorgensen,  the 
observed  trials  form  of  motorcycle  competition  is  the  oldest  form 
of  cycle  racing  from  Europe. 

“The  sport  is  a  great  spectator  sport  and  unique  to  the  United 
States,”  said  Jorgensen. 

Observed  trials  racing  is  a  motorcycle  competition  where  one 
cycle  at  a  time  is  run  through  an  observed  (observed  by  section 
judges)  course  or  section  (called  a  trap)  requiring  the  rider  to 
negotiate  extremely  difficult  terrain  (generally  natural)  such  as  a 
rocky  river  bed,  a  log,  mud  hole,  a  transverse  turn  on  shale  coved 
hill  or  other  dangerous  obstacles. 

These  negotiations  must  be  made  with  the  rider’s  feet  on  the 
foot  pegs. 

Judging  of  points  is  done  by  counting  the  number  of  times  the 
rider’s  foot  touches  the  ground.  Each  “dab”  is  a  point. 

If  the  rider  stops  forward  motion,  there  is  a  loss  of  five  points. 
Going  off  course,  killing  the  engine  or  a  “crash  and  burn”  is  a 
maximum  penalty  of  errors,  or  20  points  per  section. 

These  rulings  are  from  the  Utah  Trials  Association  (UTA)  rules, 
not  the  American  Motorcycle  Association  or  the  International 
rulings,  which  are  set  up  for  expert  and  professional  riders. 

Trials  is  an  international  sport  and  came  into  the  United  States 
about  four  years  ago,  but  is  still  fairly  unknown. 

Utah  held  its  first  real  trials  this  year.  The  first  two  were 
sponsored  by  the  Salt  Lake  Motorcycle  Club  and  the  last  event 
was  sponsored  by  the  newly  formed  UTA. 

This  association  was  formed  by  a  group  of  cycle  enthusiasts 
who  wanted  an  event  that  could  be  held  on  Saturday  with  the 
majority  of  events  on  Sunday. 

With  32  cycles  participating  in  the  UTA’s  first  meet,  Jorgensen 
said  that  the  trip  through  the  Provo  River  rapids  was  the  highlight 
of  the  day. 

Terrain  in  this  coming  event  will  feature  a  pleasant  ride  up  the 
Provo  River,  a  bottomless  mud  hole  and  a  very  large  log  placed 
carefully  in  the  path  of  the  riders  to  keep  them  humble. 

There  will  be  tight  turns,  transverse  sections,  hills  and 
drop-offs,  logs,  rocks  ranging  from  two  inches  to  two  feet,  short 
but  steep  climbs,  railroad  crossing,  mud  and  water.

BUY  THE  ENGAGEMENT 
RING.  The  choosing  of  the  ring 
can  be  done  with  or  without  the 
bride,  just  remember  how  long  she 
will  be  wearing  it.  Plan  the 
honeymoon.  This  should  also  be 
done  with  the  bride.  Make  sure 


there  is  plenty  of  time  to  get  the 
place  most  desired  by  both  of 


you,  and  make  reservations  there.

Draws  up  his  wedding  guest  list 
and  sees  that  his  family  makes  up 
theirs. 


Select  a  brides  bouquet.  Included 
in  the  bouquet  is  a  going  away 
corsage  for  the  bride.

make  sure  they  will  complement 
her  gown  and  going  away  outfit.

your  mother,  however,  must  be 
made,  in  this  case. 

Q.  What  is  the  best  way  to 
preserve  my  wedding  gown  after 
the  initial  wearing  of  it? 

A.  Many  stores  do  wedding  gown 
storage  professionally.  They  will 
clean,  finish,  vacuum  seal  and  box 
a  gown.  This  usually  costs  around 
$50.00.  This  price  is  generally 
limitative.  If  you  would  like  to 
store  the  gown  yourself,  the  best 
possible  way  is  to  clean  it  first  and 
then  find  an  acceptable  storage 
container.  Package  it  with  as  few 
folds  as  possible  because  every 
fold  weakens  the  fiber  structure 
of  the  fabric.  The  container, 
preferably  a  cardboard  box, 
should  be  lined  with  a  permalife 
paper.  Seal  the  box  with  tape  and 
make  it  as  air  tight  as  possible  and 
place  in  a  cool  dry  place  for 
storage.  Ideally,  the  paper  lining 
should  be  replaced  annually  or  at 
the  very  least,  every  five  years.
